TOWN WARRANT TO BE 
ACTED ON MARCH 11 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
STRATHAM TOWN WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of 
Stratham in the County of Rocking- 
ham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet 
at the Town Hall in said Stratham 
on Tuesday, the 14th day of March, 
next at ten of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town 
Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to 
amend the Zoning and Land Use 
Ordinance adopted at the special 
Town meeting held June 10, 1959, 
as follows: 


A. To amend Article IVa, Sec- 
tion H, paragraph 4 by substi- 
tuting for the words ‘40,000 
square feet” the words “one 
acre” so that Article IVa, Section 
H, paragraph 4 amended will 
read: ““Minimum Land Area. A 
lot shall not be less than one 
acre.” 


B. To omit Section E of Article 


IV: “Customary home occupa- 
tions carried on in the house by a 
resident person. The outside dis- 
play of items other than home 
products produced on the prem- 
ises is not permitted.” 


4. To see if the Town will vote to 
amend the Building Ordinance ad- 
opted at the annual Town meeting 
held March 12, 1957 as follows: 


A. To omit Section I of Arti- 
cle I and insert in lieu of it the 
following Section I of Article I: 
“No building or structure shall 
be erected, and no building shall 
be structurally altered, mainten- 
ance and interior remodelling ex- 
cluded, without a building per- 
mit from the Building Inspector, 
to whom adequate plans and 
specifications of the proposed 
building or alterations shall be 
submitted. The fees for permits 
shall be according to the follow- 
ing schedule: 


VALUE — $5,000 and under; 
PERMIT fee $5.00. 

VALUE $5,000.00 and _ over; 
PERMIT fees $1.00 per $1,000.00 
of value. 


B. To amend Article IV, Section 
I, by adding paragraph g, to 
read: “Before issuance of a 
building permit, the Building In- 
spector may require that prop- 
erty lines be properly established 
by iron pipes at least 1” in diam- 
eter driven into the ground at 


least 2’-0” or by concrete and/or 
granite bounds, all to be set by 
a registered Engineer. 


5. To see if the Town will estab- 
lish a Town Conservative Commis- 
sion of five (5) conservation-mind- 


_ed members, according to Chap- 


ter 386A, R.S.A. of New Hamp- 
shire. The Commission to be ap- 
pointed within one month, with the 
first-named empowered to call the 
commission together within two 
months from this date. 


6. To see if the Town will raise 
and appropriate the sum of Six 
Hundred Dollars ($600.00) to in- 
stall a new heating system at Wig- 
gin Memorial Library: this sum to 
be supplemented by an additional 
Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00), 
on deposit by the library trustees. 


7. To see if the Town will vote 
to authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint a committee of not more 
than four (4) to work with them 
to study the feasibility of purchas- 
ing the land of David and Eliza- 
beth Noyes on the south side of 
Route 101 adjacent to Stratham 
Hill Park. 


8. To see if the Town will vote 
to authorize the Selectmen to take 
a one year option on the land of 
David and Elizabeth Noyes, raise 
and appropriate the sum of fifty 
dollars for the same. 


9. To see if the Town desires to 
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have an airport for private and 
commercial use located, either in 
part or in its entirety, within the 
geographical limits of the Town. 

10. To see if the Town will vote 
to allow the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 

11. To see if the Town will vote 
to allow a 1% Discount on such 
property taxes as are paid within 
30 days from the day the Tax War- 
rant is committed to the Tax Col- 
lector; the date to be printed on 
the tax bill. 

12. To transact any other busi- 
ness that may legally come before 
this Meeting. 


The Polls will open from 10:00 
a.m. to 7 p.m. at the Lower Town 
Hall to elect Town Officers and to 
act upon Articles 3 and 4. 

The discussion and action of the 
other Articles in the Warrant at 
8:00 p.m. in the Upper Town Hall.

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WIGGIN MEMORIAL 
LIBRARY 


The library is now open fifteen 
hours a week; on Thursday after- 
noons from 2:00 to 5:00 p.m. for 
the convenience of children who 
may get off the bus to study and do 
reference work. Adults are also 
welcome at this time. Three hund- 
red twenty-five (325) new books 
have been added to the collection 
in addition to numerous gifts and 
Memorial books. One hundred dol- 
lars ($100.00) has been received 
in State Aid for Juvenile non-fic- 
tion. Through the New Hampshire 
State Library Development Pro- 
gram we have also been awarded 
an additional $100.00 for reference 
materials. The trustees, librarian 
and assistant librarian, meet reg- 
ularly at the library on the 2nd 
Wednesday of each month at 8:00 
p-m. Three hundred ninety-five 
(395) persons have active borrow- 
ing cards at the library and during 
1966, the circulation was 2,474 — 
juvenile books; 1,676 — adult fic- 
tion and 776 — adult non fiction, 
making a total of 4,926 books cir- 
culated. Much progress has been 
made on the project of cataloguing. 


In cooperation with the Friends 
of the Library, a series of film pro- 
grams have been held, which have 
had excellent attendance. Twenty- 
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one children participated in and 
completed the summer reading 
program which was open to chil- 
dren from grades 4-8. Two groups 


of pre-school children were invited 


to a short story hour and a visit on 
the bookmobile. The friends clean- 
ed the cellar and shelved historical 
materials. We were hosts, for the 
second time, to the south-east dis- 
trict for a book meeting with ap- 
proximately 30 people attending. 
The Unity Club held its library-ori- 
ented program at the library, at 
which Mrs. Anne Molloy, author of 
children’s books, was the speaker. 


In cooperation with the staff of 
Memorial School, a book fair was 
held in November. Profit from the 
sales netted each $42.09. Our share 
was invested in children’s classics. 


The library was used extensively 
by the 250th anniversary committee 
for meetings and for headquarters, 
previous to the celebration. During 
the actual celebration, the library 
was open and housed several exhib- 
its. Many questions from visitors 
were answered concerning genea- 
logical and other historical inform- 
ation at this time. The Friends of 
the Library, sponsored a float in the 
parade. 


We are grateful for the contin- 
ued use of the library by many 
groups and individuals, and wish 


to express our thanks to the Friends 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Patricia Flad for their continued 
assistance.

STRATHAM HILL PARK 


Stratham Hill Park is a tract of 
land comprising of 43 acres given 
to the Town of Stratham by the 
Hon. Edward Tuck in the year of 
1905. This park to be used by the 
people of Stratham and surround- 
ing Towns forever free of charge. 
But owned and maintained by the 
Town of Stratham. 


There was great foresight on the 
part of the Hon. Edward Tuck 
more than 62 years ago in securing 
this piece of land for the enjoy- 
ment of the people in this area. 


However, it also gave the people 
of Stratham the duty to manage 
and maintain this park. In the past, 
the three Selectmen of Stratham 
have always looked after this park 
and administered to its needs when 
necessary, usually with interested 
volunteer help because of the limit- 
ed budget. 


In 1950 the Selectmen appointed 
8 park Commissioners to assist 
them in recommendations on the 
park. They are: Mr. Ridge Marsh; 
Mr. Henry Burke; and Mr. George 
R. Brown. 


Later, in the year of 1957, the 
Stratham Hill Park Association was 
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formed. The members are all peo- 
ple interested in promoting and 
maintaining the Park. Guided by 
the prudential Committee, compos- 
ed of the 3 Selectmen, the 3 Park 
Commissioners, and President, Sec- 
retary, and Treasurer, plus 3 inter- 
ested members. This Association 
was designed and a Constitution 
drawn up by Lawyer Batchelder of 
Exeter. Regular meetings are held 
and records maintained and the 
park has been greatly improved by 
the Association under very limited 
funds. Because of the Natural 
Beauty of this Park, the hill, and 
its elevation, enabling people from 
the summit to look out to the East 
to the Atlantic Ocean and North to 
Great Bay presents a view unequal- 
ed by any post card. 


Extending up the slopes of the 
hill are large, tall stately pines, 
providing cover for the trails and 
lend to more esthetic value. With- 
out the woodland this park would 
be just another hill. So we must 
protect it and manage it properly. 


Two years ago a sum of money 
was left to the Stratham Hill Park 
Association by Miss Sadie & Har- 
riett Jewell. One third of the mon- 
ey was spent to improve the park, 
the remaining two thirds was in- 
vested by the Trustees of the Trust 
Funds and the Interest to be spent 


each year on the Park. This money 
gave the Association a chance to 
do many improvements beneficial 
to the Park. Long range plans are 
being developed to insure contin- 
ual improvements. 


Accomplishments during 1966 
were: 


I. Development of pavilion area. 


A. Completion of the enlarge- 
ment of the pavilion. 


B. Artesian well installed and 
drinking fountain. 


C. Toilet facilities. 
D. Lighting facilities. 
E. Grading pavilion and park- 


ing area. 


II. Improvement of Little League 
Ball Field. 


A. Grading and seeding.

Because of the 
large size of grade 6 it was neces- 
sary to divide the Class and Mr. 
John Danahy was employed as the 
other grade 6 teacher.

Janet Layton as teacher of music 
and Mrs. Anna Pike succeeded Mrs. 
Patricia Flad as teacher of physi- 
cal education. 


Mrs. Hilda Barker retired after 
27 years of competent and dedicat- 
ed service in the Stratham schools. 


It is our sincere wish that she will 
enjoy many happy years of retire- 
ment. 


The enrollment as of December 
23 was as follows:

This is a total of 192 pupils as 
compared to 196 for a correspond- 
ing date last year. 


Under Title I of the Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act, 
Stratham’s entitlement for 1965 - 
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1966 was $4,990.00. A project was 
prepared and approved to provide 
remedial reading, speech therapy 
and psychological services for edu- 
cationally deprived children. Mrs. 
Allen was relieved of her duties as 
teacher of grade 6 so that she 
could serve as a part-time remedial 
reading teacher and principal. A 
considerable amount of equipment 
was purchased to implement the 
program. A speech therapist visits 
the school once a week to work 
with students who need this service 
and psychological services are pro- 
vided when needed. Several stud- 
ents are benefiting from the pro- 
gram. 


Under Title II, Stratham receiv- 
ed its share of the Supervisory Un- 
ion allotment of library books and 
classroom sets of books and film- 
strips. This year, in addition to 
more library books, it is hoped that 
approval will be received for the 
purchase of sets of maps for the 
upper grade classrooms. 


The tuition rates for 1967-1968 
as approved by the State Depart- 
ment of Education and announced 
by the Exeter School Board are as 
follows:

These estimated per pupil costs 
compare with the state average per 
pupil costs of $589 for high school 
and $518 for junior high school for 
1966 - 1967 exclusive of rental 
charges. 


The AREA School Plan for 
Brentwood, East Kingston, Exeter, 
Kensington, Newfields and Strat- 
ham for the pupils of grades 7-12 
went into effect on July 1, 1966. 
The first meeting of the AREA 
Advisory Committee was held in 
October and another meeting is 
scheduled for February. 


The AREA Junior High School 
was voted by the Exeter School 
District in March, 1966, and con- 
struction of the $1,425,000 build- 
ing was started the last of August. 
There is every reason to believe 
that the building will be ready for 
occupancy in September, 1967. 


Mr. Frederick King, Teacher 
consultant for Supervisory Union 
No. 16, explains some of the work 
which he is doing in the area of 
curriculum as follows: 


We are at the beginning of a 
new period in the teaching of social 
studies. The sophisticated ideas and 
methods of the social scientist are 


deemed accessible to the child from 
six to twelve years old — provid- 
ing they are developed in words 
and situations that the child is able 
to handle on his own. 


Last year a workshop for teach- 
ers was held in social studies edu- 
cation and an in-service course 
from the university was conducted 
in Exeter. Since then the State De- 
partment of Education has produc- 
ed a guide called NEW VIEW- 
POINTS IN SOCIAL STUDIES 
FOR NEW HAM PSihie 
SCHOOLS, K-12. 


In this Union this fall the formal 
study of our social studies program 
was begun. A curriculum study 
committee was established consist- 
ing of eight members from various 
towns in the union with the teach- 
er consultant as chairman. Each of 
the committee members in addition 
to representing our towns also was 
chosen so that each grade level 
was represented. Each member 
then acts as a chairman for her 
grade level when each grade holds 
a discussion. 


In addition to this, an advisory 
committee consisting of the princ- 
ipals of each school in the union, 
the teacher consultant and the - 
head of the social studies depart- 
ment at Exeter High School will 
work closely with the general com- 
mittee to read, review and evalu- 
ate the material and progress. 


Curriculum planning is a many 
step process. One does not change 
a school program without a com- 
plete study of the existing program 
and the possibilities for the future. 
The present general committee is 
discussing a philosophy, determin- 
ing objectives, selecting concepts to 
be taught, planning learning exper- 
iences, examining grade by grade 
content, looking at the total pro- 
gram sequence, selecting approp- 
riate materials, finding ways to 
evaluate the program once it is un- 
derway, and in the end to have a 
written guide available for each 
teacher in social studies teaching 
for the schools of School Union No. 
16. Each of these steps deserves 
lengthy consideration but space 
does not permit it. 


We have a long way to go, and 
many hours will be spent in this 
task. We must search, however, for 
an education that prepares children 
to cope with a social world radical- 
ly different from the one that ex- 
ists at present. To this aim each 
teacher joins me in this important 
curriculum work. We are attempt- 
ing each year to examine a differ- 
ent curriculum area so that we 
never remain static. Education is a 
“changing scene’ and as our soci- 
ety changes so must our school pro- 
gram. 


As you read these reports on the 
past school year, please remember 


that they are your story as much as 
they are ours. Without the cooper- 
ation of parents and the community 
as a whole, none of this would have 
been possible.

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THE SCHOOL HEALTH 
SERVICE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

The School Health Service is de- 
signed to serve the physical and 
emotional health needs of all chil- 
dren in the school system, collect- 
ively and individually, and to pro- 
mote an awareness among parents 
of these needs and of available 
help through this department. 


The School Nurse offers leader- 
ship and guidance to the develop- 
ment and maintenance of the 
health program. Following are 
some of the health services includ- 
ed in The Stratham Memorial 
School Health program this year: 


Maintaining individual  rec- 


ords of heights, weights, vision 


and hearing, physical examina- 
tions, histories of immunizations 
and diseases, and any special 
notes. 


Vision and hearing testing; 
physical examinations and urin- 
alyses in specific grades, and all 
referred. Follow-up of physical 
examination findings. If parents 
are not present, communication 
(personal or by letter) must be 
made. Also, conferences with the 
Principal and Teachers in rela- 
tion to physical examinations, 
visual or hearing losses or other 
apparent problems. 
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Referrals for special services: 
crippled children; sight conserv- 
ation; hearing; mental health; 
speech; dental, etc. 


In general, dental health has 
been highlighted in the schools 
through demonstrations, clinics, 
and education. Our dental hy- 
giene clinic was sponsored again 
this year by the Stratham Parent 
Teacher Association, in cooper- 
ation with the State Department 
of Health. 


Psychological evaluations have 
been made available under Title 
I funds. Conferences with, and 
suggestions by the _ physician 
have aided school personnel in 
adjusting their approach to chil- 
dren’s learning problems more 
successfully. 


Pre-school clinics which are 
held on Registration Day are the 
best way we know of determin- 
ing whether a child is physically 
and emotionally ready for Grade 
I. At this time heights, weights, 
result of vision — and in some 
instances hearing — tests are 
entered on the child’s permanent 
school health record. Dental sur- 
veys and recommendations will 
be made this year under the 
State Dental School Readiness 
Program by registered state den- 
tal health hygienists. Our speech 
therapist will be present for such 


evaluations as seem necessary. 
Immunizations may be brought 
up to date and conferences will 
be held with our school physi- 
cian, Dr. John Tuthill. 


The importance of a pre- 
school clinic for vision screening 
of children aged 314 to 6 years 
cannot be overemphasized, as 
the earlier a Lazy-eye is discov- 
ered in a child, the more readily 
it will respond to treatment. We 
plan to hold our Lazy-eye clinic 
on Registration Day this year. 


Health Education — Through 
education only can we expect 
most favorable returns from our 
efforts to establish good under- 
standing and practices of health, 
hygiene, and safety. Available 
through the State Department of 
Health, the University of New 
Hampshire, and other sources 
are films, filmstrips and various 
helpful aids to enrich the health 
education curriculum. We try to 
present these in conjunction with 
special class units at a time when 
our material will be most mean- 
ingful to the students. 


May I express my sincere apprec- 
iation to the individuals and the or- 
ganizations that have helped in so 
many ways to make this a successful 
and productive year.
